The village board was notified 
this week by Dr. B. J. Corbin that 
he is accepting Its offer of $1,050.78 
in settlement of his claim for money 
due in payment for assessment 
bonds and compound interest. 

He asked that the village pay the 
court costs of $27 which It will do. 

The board ordered .Treasurer 
Martha Hunter to pay Corbin 
$1,977.75 from the general assess- 
ment-account and close the war- 
rants. 

Thus, a controversty that has* 
lasted since 1933 is brought to an 
end. The village has had the money 
and has been willing to redeem the 
bonds these many years, but could 
never arrive at a figure,- that the 
bondholder could agree, upon. 

The situation was complicated by 
the fact that years ago the treasurer, 
as did all others -over- Illinois, placed 
the receipts in a general fund and 
paid them out on demand. 

Recently Dr. Corbin asked an ac- 
counting and this necessitated many j 
hours of search through records for 
specific payments. The accountant 
finally came up with the figure pro- 
posed and it was accepted some- 
what reluctantly by the bondholder. 

Of the total amount the principal 
on the bonds amounted to but $388, 
but interest compound on them and 
on other. bonds for which the princi- 
pal had been paid multiplied this 
sum several times over. 

This now leaves the village with 
no indebtedness on special assess- 
ment bonds ,and with a record of 
having made good on all bonds of 
this nature. 

In recent years, board members 
have spent many a weary hour try- 
ing to get this claim settled and it 
was with a sigh of relief that the 
end was seen Tuesday night.

Jacobs a 
study of any new franchise that 
might be proposed, but insisted that 
a time limit of a reasonable nature 
be established instead of the per- 
petual one that now exists. 

Jacobs said that J. M. Littler, 
manager of the Antioch and Li- 
bertyville 'exchanges refused to in- 
clude a time limit 'in the document 
and told. him. it was a "take It or 
leave it" proposition. 

Trustees, are asking what is be- 
hind, all of, this attempt at a new 
franchise. 

The only advantage offered to the 
village is the free service of not to 
exceed five telephones, and while 
the village could perhaps save two 
or three dollars a month by having 
to pay for one less telephone, it 
hasn't asked for that consideration. 

The new franchise as presented to 
the village attorney, -by Littler is 
much' more • voluminous ■ than the 
one page agreement of 53 years ago. 

"I don't think we will get less or 
more service either way, drolled 
President' James McMillen. "The"" 
telephone 'company is here to stay 
and the state commerce commission 
is in a position to protect us." 

This same- attitude was expressed 
when the board took no action in 
opposing or approving the request 
of the telephone company for high- 
er rates.*;"-

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Economic Highlight* 

The country was prepared for a shock from Mr, 
Truman's budget message. It got a sharper one than 
many had bargained for. 

The most striking part of the message lay in 
the way domestic projects were lumped with the dc 
fense effort As a Wall Street Journal news account 
described it, "President Truman is putting the Fair 
Deal Into uniform. All the old familiar ambitions, 
from the Brannan farm subsidy plan and the St. 
Lawrence Seaway .project to establishment of a fair 
employment practices committee and Federal health 
insurance, were injected into the gigantic 'defense' 
budget for 1951-52."; 

Everyone expected a very heavy increase in 
spending, due, of course, to the war situation. But 
Mr. Truman went farther than was generally antici- 
pated. His budget envisions the spending of $71,594,- 
000,000 for the next fiscal year— as compared with 
about $47,210,000,000 for the fiscal year which will 
end next June. And this is not the end of it. He wants 
actual appropriations of $94,429,000,000, some of 
which will be spent over a period of several years. 
Then he asks more than $4,000,000,000 to meet con- 
tracts which were entered in to the past. 

Finally, Mr. Truman urged that this huge bud- 
get be balanced through heavier taxes. The new tax 
load, he intimated, might be as much as $20,000,000,- 



000 a year. By comparison, the major increase In taxes 
which Congress voted toward the end of last year will 
produce only about $8,000,000,000. In other words, the 
President wants tax increases which will be double, 
or more than double, those we have just taken. 

So much for the message, which is set out In 
detail in a 1,009 page book for the edification of Con- 
gress, What issCongress likely to do? 

First of all, there seems hardly a chance that 
Congress will go along with the President In his ef- 
fort to tic domestic and defense expenditures together 
as necessary to the national welfare and survival. A 
combination of .Republican and Southern Democrats — 
with assists from some Northern Democrats — are all 
set to block that. Senator Byrd is one of the most 
forthright spokesmen for this group on budget mat- 
ters. He declared that the President's message "repre- 
sents the very height of fiscal irresponsibility." He 
said further that the propoed budget contains "a 
great many projects which are wide open' for boon- 
doggle exploitation by Federal agencies, state and 
local agencies, and fly-by-night business outfits all of 
which arc trying to get into the 'defense act.' " This 
view is held by a large and powerful segment of Con- 
gress. Incidentally, Senator Byrd said on an earlier 
occasion that Federal spendfng could be cut by $7,- 
000,000,000 a year without touching any defense ap- 
propriations. 

Next, there b going to be a knock-down fight 
on the tax Issue. Senator George who, as Chairman 
fo the Senate Finance Committee, is one of the most 
powerful men in Congress when it comes to fiscal 
legislation, recently expressed the fear that taxes may 
increase to the point where they would cripple our 
economy. No one doubts that taxes will go up, but 
it is extremely unlikely that they will be raised to the 
level asked by Mr. Truman. The tax problem has be- 
come further complicated by the fact that state and 
local taxes of all kinds have risen sharply, since the 
lost war, are still rising in many places, and the tax- 
payer has less and less left that the Federal govern- 
ment can tap. And the present cost of living, which is 
at an all-time high, has added more fuel to this fi- 
nancial fire. 

The best guess is that Congress will shoot the 
works on defense, but do some very heavy cutting on 
non-defense items. It will carefully survey the whole 
tax structure, A national sales tax is finding support 
in some influential quarters. •

Russia Has 
Largest Army 

WASHINGTON-ttussin has the 
mightiest army and air force !n 
the world. 

An oUHcal estimate made recent- 
ly by . American military men 
placed Russian strength as of to- 
day: 

1. An army of ITS divisions ready 
for combat, and the ability to in- 
crease this to 300 divisions within 
DO days and 500 in a matter of 
months. Together with satellite 
armies, the Soviet can muster 
40,000 tanks. 

2. An air force "whose strength 
in nearly categories is now the 
largest in the world." It includes 
long range bombers but none with 
a range as great as this country's 
B-38, 

3. The world's largest submarine 
fleet, including some snorkel sub- 
marines able to remain beneath 
the surface for long periods. 

4. The ability to produce an atom* 
1c explosion. 

Develop New Weapons 

To combat this tremendous force, 
the United States Is concentrating 
its efforts toward the development 
and production of revolutionary 
■weapons, some of which. made their 
first appearance during the war. 

These American military experts 
contend that scientific advances 
make it possible to achieve relative 
security without spending to the 
point of bankruptcy. But they say 
this less costly way of matching 
Russia's military strength will still 
not be cheap or easy. 

America's apparent long lead in 
atomic bomb production, plus the 
capacity of the United States air 
force to deliver the bombs, has 
been and is now preventing Russia 
from seizing western Europe. 

Among this other sensational dis- 
closures of western military men 
la their belief that there is now 
practically a military vacuum in 
western Europe which Invites ag- 
gression. And they predict that this 
vacuum will cause a war if it is 
not filed by the time Russia has a 
substantial stock pile of atom bombs 
and a peak of military strength. 

When will that beT Military ex- 
perts report that no one outside 
the Kremlin knows, but have esti- 
mated it around 1953. 

Specialists In Training 

Many military leaders do not be- 
lieve huge conscripted armies will 
be necessary to defend Europe in 
case of war. 

They explain it this way: the 
best means of preventing an in- 
vasion of western Europe is to be 
prepared to meet masses of heavily 
mechanized ground forces with 
smaller numbers of highly scientif- 
ic ground troops equipped with rev- 
olutionary new weapons. 

In connection with this point of 
*iew, Secretary of the Army Pace 
said recently, "Adding to these the 
more recent developments with re- 
tard to guided missiles and rock- 
ets, target seeking equipment, and 
the possibilities of tactical use of 
atomic weapons, It may well be 
that tank warfare as we know it 
will soon be obsolete." 

These official statements about 
new weapons gave the* -.people of 
the Atlantic pact countries new 
confidence, as they doubtless were 
intended to do. But whether they 
Impressed Russian leaders and will 
affect Russian policy is something 
■ no one knows. 



Apostle Peter 

Hit Bones Recovered? 

ROME, Italy— A Vatican news- 
paper has . reported "Incontest- 
able proofs" will be offered In 
the near future that the Apostle 
Peter lived and came to Rome, 
where he was crucified head 
downward In Nero's Circus. . 

The newspaper reported on the 
excavation work under the pres- 
ent Basilica of Saint Peter where 
the tomb and remains of the 
Apostle were reportedly found. 

The sensational find Is the 
most Important In the history of 
Christianity, many observers re- 
ported. What are believed to be 
the bones of Saint Peter still ore 
being kept by the Pope In his 
private chapel. 

The newspaper said on the wall 
behind the altar there is a bronze 
grating from which can be seen 
"the blessed stones of the very 
ancient altars erected above the 
tomb of the Roman Catholic 
Church's first pope.

for 126 years, has proved that only 

j the head was painted by the master 

! and the rest of the half-length por- 

i trait is a forgery. " 

j The painting of -the head meas- 

I ured about 15 inches by 13 inches, 

and the body, painted apparently in 

the eighteenth century, was added, 

gallery authorities believe, with the 

view of selling the picture in Eng- 

. land at a higher price. 

The forger carefully laid In the 
-wood on which the original head 
had been painted a larger panel 
of wood with the brand of the Ant- 
werp Guild, and smoothed them 
to a continuous surface. 

The forged painling was less well 
, 'done and had to be altered. 

The painting has been rchung with 
the forged part hidden by a wide 
Dutch frame of black wood. 



Eye Cataracts Turn 
Dp Among Japanese 
Atom Bomb Survivors 

WASHINGTON — Eye cataracts 
have turned up in recent months as 
the first evidence of delayed effects 
among the survivors of the atomic 
bombings of Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki, the U. S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has announced. 

The AEC announcement said: 
"Following the discovery that radi- 
ation similar to that released In an 
atomic bomb burst had caused 
cataracts to form in the eyes of 
research workers in this country, a 
preliminary ophthalmic survey was 
started at Hiroshima last year. 

"This survey, led by Dr. David G. 
Cogan and R. S. Forrest Martin of 
the Harvard Medical School, re- 
vealed 10 cases of cataracts be- 
lieved to have been caused by the 
atomic bomb. Subsequent examina- 
tion of 1,000 persons, most of whom 
were within 3,000 feet of the point 
above which the bomb exploded, has 
led to the discovery of about 40 cer- 
tain cases of radiation cataract and 
an additional forty suspected cases. 
A full-scale ophthalmologics! study 
Is underway at Hiroshima and a 
survey of survivors at Nagasaki Is 
also planned. Annual follow-ups will 
be made of a statistically signifi- 
cant sample of all persons known 
to have been within a certain radius 
of the bomb's hypocenter. More fre- 
quent follow-ups of all known and 
suspected cases of cataract arc 
planned." 
The AEC is also continuing its 
j overall survey of the medical and 
j genetics effects of the bombings on 
the populations of the two cities. The 
AEC said its findings would "have 
important significance for scientists 
and for military and civil defense 
planning in the United States. 

Firemen Cut Through Eight 
Inch Steel to Free Worker 

CHICAGO— Louis Mantey has de- 
cided he doesn't like his job of 
cleaning out grease chutes. 

He came to that conclusion re- 
cently after being trapped in a 
chute of a Chicago building for 
five and a half hours after his rope 
became snagged. 

He was freed by firemen who 
drilled and chiseled for three and a 
half hours to cut an exit in the 
chute. He suffered treatment for a 
cut and shock. 

Employed by an industrial clean- 
ing company, Mantey was trapped 
after he was lowered into a chute 
through an exhaust fan opening. He 
worked down the narrow chute in a 
boatswain's chair. When he finished 
his job he found the rope used to 
pull him up had become snagged. 

His foreman, George Kaforski, 
tried to release him via the bottom 
of the shaft, but a series of sharp 
turns made it impossible. Kaforski 
called firemen and pushed milk and 
cigarettes up to Mantey from the 
bottom. Next he set up a fan to 
blow up fresh air. 

Firemen cut through metal eight 
inches thick to form a two foot hole 
through which Mantey could be re- 
moved. 

"I've been in this business three 
years, but I don't know if I'm go- 
ing to stay in it any longer. I don't 
like this forced overtime," he said 
when released.

Hospital Insurance Drive 
Throughout Lake County 

Blue Cross protection against 
hospital costs will again become 
available to eligible residents of 
Lake county through the efforts of 
the Lake County Health Improve- 
ment Association, it was announced 
this week by Mr. Joseph Geier of 
Gurncc, president of the association. 



A re- enrollment to extend Blue 

Cross benefits to more people U 
scheduled to open on Monday, Fe- 
bruary 19, and will contlne through 
Saturday, March 3. 

Final plans are being 'laid now 
for the new enrollment, the third to 
be held in the county, and a "kick- 
off meeting will be" held on Feb. ! 
19 to launch the re-enrollment, I 

In addition to all Lake county! 
residents who earn the major por- 
tion of their Income from forming, 
membership in Blue Cross will be 
offered to all members of the Farm 
and Home Bureaus who arc em- 
ployed in groups of less than five 
persons, regardless of where they 
live in the county. Also eligible for 
enrollment* a re residents of Grays- 
lake, Wauconda, Antioch, Lake Zur- 
ich, Round Lake, Mundeleln, Gur- 
nee, and Fox Lake. . j 

To be eligible for Blue Cross 
membership the subscribers must 
he under 66 years of age; however, 
he may enroll a spouse who is old- 
er. Once a person is enrolled, there 
is no age limit. All unmarried child- 
ren under 19 years of age may be 
enrolled on the family contract and 
are eligible to receive the same 
wide protection as the subscriber. 

"More than 3,000 residents of 
Lake county joined Blue Cross dur-' 



Ing the two previous enrollments 
under HJA sponsorship and are now 
protected against the higher costs 
of today's hospital bills," Mr. Geier 
said. - 

Over 1,900,000 Illinolsans are now 
budgeting for future hospital care 
expenses the voluntary Blue Cross 
way. Each member is entitled to 30 
full • days of Blue ' Cross hospital 
care service benefits in each calen- 
dar year plus an additional 90 days 
when half the cost of Blue Cross 
benefits received Is paid by the 
Plan. 

May 1 will be the effective date 
for members who join during the 
coming * enrollment period. New 
members of the Plan will become 
eligible for the service benefits of- 
fered hy Blue. Cross beginning with 
hospital admissions on and after 
that date. Maternity care for the 
wife on a family contract will be- 
come available when the certifi- 
cates has been in effect 270 conse- 
cutive days. 

"We have been so .well satisfied 
with the Blue Cross program since 
its introduction in the county that 
we want to extend it to an even 
larger number of people here," 'Mr. 
Geier sated. "We of the HIA urge 
every eligible resident of the county 
t ogive the matter serious considera-i 



tlon and plan to give himself and 
his family the protection that Blue 
Cross affords."
